WILD DAISIES IN BLOOM; 
SAP RISES IN MAPLES 





St. Louis Lawn Covered With 
Spring Flowers—Forsythia 
in Blossom. 


Flowers that bloom in the spring were 
in full blossom in St. Louis on the sec- 
ond day of January. 

The lawn of Leopold Freund's front 
yard, at 53 Westmoreland place, is cov- 
ered with wild daisies in full flower. 
Ordinarily this plant does not blossom 
until late in. April or early in May. 
And then there is the Forsytaia, a 
plant resembling the witch hazel. City 
Forester Koening Thursday told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he has 
heard of several Forsythia bushes 
Which are now in full bloom in _ St. 
Louis. Under ordinary weather condi- 
tions the plant does not bloom until 
late [in March. 

The Forester says that the Sap is 
rising in the maple trees in all parts 
of the city, and that many of these 
trees have put forth buds. For this 
reason, he says, the men of his de- 
partment cannot prune the trees as 
they usuaJly do at this time of year. 
Koening says that when freezing 
weather comes the buds which are now 
out will be killed, but that this will not 
seriously affect the trees.

Mrs. Edey was very fond of horses, 
and Edey purchased several horses and 
carriages for her, and employed Gard- 
ner Murdock, a liveryman, to teach her 
to ride. Soon gossip in the village be- 
gan linking the names of Mrs. Edey and 
Murdock. This was followed by an as- 
sociation of the names of Edey and 
Mrs. Murdock. 

Two Husbands Fought. 

The Edeys and the Murdocks were 
seen much together, and it was the 
village comment that frequently Edey 
and Mrs. Murdock would be together 
and that Mrs. Edey and Murdock would 
find that they cared more for each oth- 
er’s company than they did for the com- 
pany of their life partners. 

Just what resulted in a straining of 
the seemingly pleasant relations of the 
four was not made public, but it became 
known that Edey and Murdock fought 
in the Murdock home, and that an agree- 
ment was then reached that the two 
families should divide.

“Means of access from one part of 
that region to another are very diffi- 
cult. she said, and there ought to be 
such schools every 20 miles. That is one 
reason why we are trying to start one 
at Pine Ridge. There is no town there, 
but the district is thickly settled and 
is badly in need of good school accom- 
modations. 

“In our school at Hindman we pre- 
pare the pupils for college and besides 
giving them the regular courses of study 
such as Latin, mathematics, history, 
German and the like, we believe in 
teaching them to do things with their 
hands as well as with their brains, and 
s0 have courses in domestic science and 
manual training. And the domestic sci- 
ence is real domestic science, how tw 
sweep, dust, sew, make bread and do 
all kinds of plain cooking.” 

Miss de Long said that the first work 
for the new school would have to be 
a scientific drainage system and she 
hoped it woudl be possible to start on 
this before spring.

The requiremerts for public schcol art 
teachers are such that, in addition to 
the course now furnished at Washing- 
ton University, students h2ve cto take 
normal courses et Columbia Univ-rsity. 
New York; Pratt Institute of Brooklyn, 
Drexel Institute of Philadelphia or the 
Chicago Art Institute, it is said: 

This requirement is made on the the- 
ory that the teacher of-art in the St. 
Louis public schools should be able not 
only to teach art, but to teach cthers 
how to teach it. 

Need Of Normal Course Urged. 

The art students of Washington Uni- 
versity do not find fault with the high 
requirements of the School Board, | 
which have’ maue the school art train- 
ing course 9%ne unsurpassed in the 
United States. PEut some of thei are 
urging that a mormal course should be 
added to the present facilities «f the 
Art School. This, with a similar nor- 
mal course in comestic science, would 
‘make it unnecessary for any St. Louis 
teacher to leave this city for a course 
qualifying for an instructorship. 

Supt. Blewett of the public schools 
said: “It would be an admirable thing 
if Washington University can sustain 
such an undertaking and maintain a 
normal course in art. It would be a 
good thing for St Louis and for the 
Scuthwest. We would not then be limit- 
ed to students from outside — institu- 
tions im selecting art instructors. But 
the matter is one for the officers of 
Washington Untitversity to decide.” 

Edmund H. Wuerpel, director of the 
Art School, favors the idea, but pre- 
ferred to wait until it should be passed 
on by the university authorities... The 
university corporation, he said, has been 
generous with the Art School. 

Chancellor Houston said he could not 
express an opinion on the subject until 
after consultation with Director Wuer- 
pel and others infermed on the require- 
ments and cost of such a change. 

Annual Membership Drops. 

A person interested in the Art School 
said that its finances had been impaired 
by the dwindling of the annual member- 
ship list from 3000 to 250 persons. An- 
nual membership is conferred on -those 
who give $10 a year for the suppo-t of 
the Art School, and who receive in re- 
turn the privilege of admission to the 
lectures on art. 

The loss of income caused by this de- 
cline has been met in part by the uni- 
versity corporation in its provisions for 
the school, but’ the board might doubt 
whether the finances of the university 
would meet the extra requirements of a 
normal course.

LLE. LOUISE LA GAI, a French 
MV classic dancer whose appearance 
with the Symphony Orchestra 
drew a big New Year’s night audience 
to the Odeon, developed into a disap- 
pointment of almost pathetic emphasis. 
Choosing as the medium of her art's 
expression Massenet’s ‘‘La Vie Joyeuse,” 
Steinke’s ‘‘Musette’’ (Musette et Tambou- 
rin), Delibes’ ‘‘La Neige” and the Gla- 
zounow Rimsky-Korsakow bacchanale, 
“Le Sacrifice,’’ Mlle. La Gal gave a per- 
formance but slightly rising above medi- 
ocrity. She is fairly graceful in bodily 
movement. She does not reveal any 
convincing power in dramatic interpre- 
tation. The audience courteously ap- 
plauded her several endeavors of the 
evening. But there was no faintest in- 


| dication of really enthusiastic approval 


Somewhat sturdy of frame, with a 
dark and piquantly pretty face, the new 
dancer is one who may easily be forgot- 
ten by those to whom the memory of 
Anna Pavlowa and Adeline Genee is a 
jealously cherished delight. In the bac- 
chanalian number which constituted her 
final program offering the leopard-skin 
tunic that seantily covered a portion of 
her white fleshings made her a pic- 
turesque figure for momentary contem- 
plation. 


But she did not rise to the interpreta- 
tive demand of the bacchanale, pre- 
senting, instead, a purely perfunctory 
and mechanically tutored® perfarmance 
of little vital interest. The lack of dra- 
matic inspiration was apparent, too, in 
her dancing of the Massenet composi- 
tion, where at no time did she tell the 
very human story of feminine youth’s 
furrender to sensual teniptation as it 
ceserves to be told. 


Her best achievement of the night was 
seen in the quaintly costumed ‘“Mu- 
rette’’ dance, and, second to this, in the 
prettily poetic snowflake dance of 
Delibes’ composing. The demand here 
is merely for a reasonable display of 
feminine grace accompanied by a. cer- 
tain sweetness in demeanor, and these 
were accomplished by Mile. La Gai with 
tolerable adequacy. 


The Symphony Orchestra, under Max 
Zach’s conductorship, carried off the 
honors of the New Year’s first night 
entertainment. Its best work, curious 
to relate, was encountered in the “‘lit- 
tle’’ gems of its offering—the Scotch 
idyl and the Gypsy dance from Saint- | 
Saens’ exquisite ‘‘Henry VIIL’’ suite and! 
the lovely “‘Twilight’’ of Massenet’s 
dreaming in the dusk shadows. 

I had thought that First 
Hugo Olk was assured of an over- 
whelming triumph in the ‘Meditation 
from-‘Thais,’”’ but Mr. Olk, unhappily, 
played this favorite Massenet compo- 
sition with less certainty of control and 
confidence in his own powers than on 
many earlier occasions, ahd fell 
short of.friendly expectation.

Naturally enough, aside 
from my sorrow at the passing of s0 
sincere an artist, I was tremendously 
disappointed that my hope of doing 
raemorable work in Edmond Rostand’s 
poetic drama was to have no chance of 
realization. But since then has come my 
' geason with Mr. Mantell, and I am now 

very happy and profoundly interested 

in the splendid task of playing the lead- 
ing feminine roles in a Shakspearean 
repertoire. { 
Exact Opposite of Mansfield. - 
“Mr. Mansfield was the exact opposite 
of Mr. Mantel] in his methods of dirac- 
tion and association, bearing upon the 
company engaged in his support, but, 
| although many stories are told of his 
ungovernable temper and fiery impa- 
tlence with the players under his con- 
+ trol, it so chanced that I had little per- 
sonal experience of this nature. It is 
' true, as you recall, that I saw a longer 
term of service as his leading woman 
than any other actress who occupied 
that trying position. I attribute this dis- 
tinction to the fact that Mr. Mansfield 
took a grim sort of liking to me, based 
on a belief that I understood him per- 
haps a trifle better than did most of 
those who came into close professional 
association with him. 
| “I always felt a deep pity for Mr. 
' Mansfieléd. He was the loneliest man 
whom I have ever known. And, al- 
thovgh he loved his wife and little son 
_ With a peculiar tenderness, he was also 
. one’ of the unhappiest men it has ever 
been my fortune to meet. His work 
made it necessary for him to be away 
from them during the greater part of 
each year, and it was from the play- 
house antagonisms created by his pe- 
, cullar temperament that his loneliness 
|} and unhappiness came. It is true that 
, he was very trying to those over whom 
he exercised authority, but much of this 
' was born of moods that seemed beyond 
| his control, and he paid a very bitter 
price for his own shortcomings. 
“I have often wondered how Mr. 
could have done his work un- 
. der the weight of the great wave of 
resentful hostility, and even hatred, 

_ which always swept against him from 
_ the members of his own company, over- 
' whelming him sometimes to such an 

_ extent that one could not but pity him. 

And I have wondered especially for the 

further reason that he was an agoniz- 

ingly sensitive man, keenly susceptible 

_ to that acute spiritual pain born of be- 

ing misunderstood and harshly judged 

sor faults which he seemed powerless 
to overcome. The mystery to me was 

that he could accomplish. what he did 

_ under such forbidding, conditions. 

“I cannot remember that I ever re- 
ceived one direct word of approval of 
my work from Mr. Mansfield. His si- 
lence meant approval. If he spoke, it 
was to condemn only. When he said 
nothing—well, that was his method of 
praise. The nearest approach he ever 
tnade to commendation of my work was 
when, On one memorable occasion, he 
dispensed with the rehearsal of our big 
ecene together in ‘The Scarlet Letter,’ 
saying merely that ‘Miss Rockwell 
knows how her part is to be played.’

FIRST IN EVERYTHING -; 
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' MONICIPAL LODGING HOUSE DISGRACE. 

Do the members of the Municipal Assembly 
know how the world will judge their pitiful fail- 
ure to perform their duty, on behalf of this great 
and rich city, towards the homeless men in the 
matter of a public lodging house during the win- 
ter months? A whole year has elapsed since it 
was decided, after the terrible experience of last 
winter, to do something worth while for these 
vunfortunates. And what-has been done? The 
hundreds of men, weakened by hunger and ex- 
posture, who seek the city’s hospitality for a 
night’s shelter, are permitted tq sleep on the 
Lare, stone floor of the old, dilapidated Four 
Courts building. 

Dickens exposed the heartlessness and red tape 
of the British workhouse. But the wornout 
transient who presents himself for a night’s shel- 
tcr at one of these “unigns’” knows that he will 
at least have a bed to rest on. 

The sum of $2500 was appropriated by the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly for the fitting up and main- 
timance of a municipal lodging house this win- 
ter. At the present outlook, it appears Phat this 
appropriation will all be eaten up’ in salaries of 
officials. They should certainly be well paid if 
they are expected to work, with calloused hearts, 
herding their fellow men in lines along a stone 

r,.to get what-rest they can in preparation for 

e labor the city demands of them to pay for 
the bread and coffee on which they may subsist 
efter such a lodging. ~ 
; To sum up: If a municipal lodging house is 
necestary, how can a metropolitan city of the 
size and wealth of St. Louis excuse itself for the 
disgrace of a miserable makeshift? Luxury is 
not called for. All that is needed is a real shelter, 
with decent comforts, the object being to inspire 
the recipients with self-respect and enable them 
to tide over the worst days of winter. 
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If the object was to show Gen. Castro that he 
fs not excessively popular with the officials at 
Washington, the effort was a success: 
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LOBBY’S ABOLITION PERMANENT. 

The most important railroads of Missouri have 
renewed for the term of another legislative ses- 
sion their agreement not to employ a lobby at 
Jefferson City. Their interests there will be com- 
mitted to one representative, whose functions will 
be confined to explaining to committees the rail- 
road viewpoint on regulatory measures. 

The assigned reason for renewing. the agree- 
ment fe the admirable way it has worked in the 
past. Another reason might be assigned. The 
public will never again tolerate anything re- 
sembling the scandalous lobby of the past. The 
old, corrupt railroad and other representatives 
iu the third house at Jefferson City are perma- 
nently unseated.

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EMANCIPATING -“LITTLE BUSINESS.” 

Gov. Wilson’s magazine article on “The New 
Freedom” would be a significant utterance, if 
written by the head of Princeton University. 
Written by the next President of the United 
States, it bears a message of wholesome warning 
to Big Business, a message of hope and encour- 
agement to Little Business. 

He describes a situation which all know ex- 
ists, but which it is not so easy to describe with 
precision. Those who, since he entered politics, 
have confided in him experiences indicative of 
unwholesome restraints and oppressions in the 
business world include, he says, many mén of 
notable achievements in commerce and manufac 


rture. “There is,” he declares, “a power so organized, 


sc subtle, so watchful, so interlocked, so com- 
plete, so persuasive that they had better not 
speak the truth above their breath when they 
speak in condemnation of it.” 

To restore to American industry and enterprise 
the freedom they once had, to make it easier 
for the man with a little capital to take the field 
against the big fellow, to change laws which do 


| not prevent the strong from crushing the weak 


will be ends to which effort will be consecrated 
during the public service on which Gov. Wilson 
is about to engage. 

Fortunately changes which will help in giving 
the new direction to Washington tendencies have 
already begun. Most important of all changes 
is that in national sentiment. Even had Big 
Business again succeeded in electing a President, 
public opinion would not tolerate a continuance 
of the privilege Big Business has enjoyed for 
16 years. The role of general providence to the 
industries of the people is a more hazardous role 
than it once was. Independent producers are 
making headway against the Oil Trust under the 
watchful eye of public justice. The Tabacco Trust 
holds grower, dealer and consumer in a looser 
grip. Incorporated providences are impiously 
reviled in New Jersey itself under Wilson prompt- 
ing. 

Many changes in law are needed, but it is too 
soon to disparage one power which justice holds 
in reserve even under equity decrees. They al- 
ready restrain a goodly list of the strong from 
crushing the weak, and the number will increase. 
Prison sentences summarily imposed on magnates 
for disobedience to such decrees would aid as 
much in freeing Little Business from its subtle 
terrors as prison sentences incurred through 
conviction on indictment. 
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Having been deprived of many previous Alsace- 
Lorraines, Turkey is probably much more re- 
signed than she pretends to the loss of the latest: 
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A FALLEN INSTITUTION. 

Starting from Jackson’s policy of divorcing 
state and bank, first recommended by Van Bu- 
ren and finally established 66 years ago, what is 
left of the independent treasury system under 
Secretary MacVeagh’s order, to take effect Feb. 1? 

This system was designed to keep the fiscal 
operations of the Government independent of the 
banks. Under it internal revenue receipts have 
long been deposited in banks. In spite of it, sec- 
retaries of the treasury found their way to de- 
posit general surplus funds in banks; then to de- 
posit customs cash in banks; then to make cus- 
toms revenue payable in‘checks on banks {nstead 
of exclusively in cash. Its demolition as a work- 
ing institution is now virtually completed, when 
these customs checks are turned over to the banks 
for collection and left there to be drawn against 
on government payments. 

Long the object of agitation for repeal, the sys- 
tem is now abolished without repeal. But there 
is still left in the ruins a “working cash balance” 
of $50,000,000 or more. What is to be done with 
this fund when no work is left for it to do? 
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The parcel post brings no relief to young 
writers, who will have to pay the same old ex- 
orbitant rates on manuscripts, going—and re- 
turning. 
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THE GARMENT-WOREERS’ STRIKE. 

Facts sufficient for a public judgment as to 
the strike of 80,000 garment makers in New York 
City have been officially established by the in- 
quiry of the Factory Commission in that State. 
The object of the strike is to force concessions 
from the employers on six different points. 
Three of them are the eight-hour day, increase 
in wages and full pay for overtime. 

The Factory Commission has shown that en- 
tire families working all the hours of daylight 
and half the hours of night are now scarcely able 
to earn what would be a starvation wage for a 
single adult. Increase in the rate of pay is a 
necessary accompaniment of the institution of 
the eight-hour day. Without such increase, the 
reduction to eight hours’ work would leave 
thousands without enough to keep soul and body 
together, and without full pay for overtime the 
eight-hour day would be a mockery. 

The other three points are as closely related as 
the first three. The abolition of the subcontract 
system under which two or more profits are 
made from exploiting the labor of the poor and 
helpless is demanded. Sanitary shops and the 
end of sweatshop or tenement house work are 
the other concessions insisted on by the strikers. 

Sweatshop abolition is the most important of 
the six. It should not have been permitted to 
survive long enough to be an issue in a strike. 
It should long ago have been abolished by law. 
With it the subcontract system, which is de- 
pendent on it, will fall and also the industrial 
enslavement of children by the thousands. Uhild 
labor, driven out of the factories of the Staite 
during the school months, is perpetuated only 
among the home or sweatshop workers of the 
tenements. 

It is a righteous strike. Rarely in conflicts be- 
tween employers and employes is it possible to 


commend the cause -f the employes so unreserv- 
edly. 7

The Missing Link. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

In an editorial in the issue of the 29th inst. 
some recent discoveries are discussed. Charles 
Darwin did not teach that man developed from an 
ape. The term “missing link” was invented as an 
epithet; there never was or could be a link be- 
tween man and anthropoid. Both developed along 
different lines from animal forms, but man has 
always been man in embryo. The early Darwin- 
ians were restricted as to time as to the life his- 
tcry of man. It is now known that the years of 
man’s life history must be numbered by millions. 
The Neander that man lived but yesterday and 
might have been a philosopher. The Cro-magnon 
race, who lived in France and England some 560,000 
years ago, had skulls- identical in shapes with 
types of men now living (except in the height 
from opening of the ear the modern skull is 
higher). The greatest change has been in the 
cheek bones and jaw, which are much smaller in 
modern skulls. The types of men represented by 
the Homo Javanese (fossil man of Java), and the 
Gibraltar man were very different from the 
Neanderthal type. The skull is 855 centimeters; 
Gibraltar skull, 1080 centimeters; modern average 
is 1500 centimeters. The walls of the skull average 
16-2 per cent in modern man, 8 per cent of the 
space for the brain; the height is 20 millimeters 
less than the modern. skull; not mutch room for 
the convolutions. As we go back in time the 
brain case is emaller and there are other changes, 
ghowing an approach to a more animal form. 

It is interesting to note that primitive races 
of men believed in their animal origin, hence 
Totemism, which gave rise to so many myths and 
legends. The totem myth of our Scandinavian an- 
cestors resembled those of the South Sea Islander. 
Some animal 
tribe and its flesh was taboo as food. 

In gaining a knowledge of the real facts of his 
history, man has made very slow progress. It 
took 300 years to establish the Heliocentrio the- 
cry, and the totem myths of the primitive Hebrew 
tribes are referred to in our literature as facts; 
and are taught as such in schools and colleges.

It is then removed, wiped 
dry, seasoned with pepper and dredg.- 
ed with flour. The chicken igs 
then ready to fry in the hot pork 
fat until well browned on all sides. 
The chicken is then removed from 
the fat and placed on a hot dish to 
drain. Into the pork gravy left in 
the frying pan is then poured & cup 
of rich cream. This is then thickened 
with flour and butter and a little 
finely minced parsley. The whole is 
permitted to boil up and is then 
poured over the fried chicken.

Smoking frequently brings on many 
nervous conditions of varying degrees | 
of severity. Thus states of depression, 
nervousness, disziness, loss of sleep, 
headache and in rare instances tempo- 


rary blindness—all these may result from 


the excessive use of tobacco. 

It is claimed by some authorities that 
smoking produces the condition known 
as hardening of the arteries and prema- 
ture ageing, with a long train of severe 
diseases that lead to premature death. 
lt is even claimed by some that the evil 
effects of smoking, like those of alcohol, 
are transmissible from parent to off- 
spring. 

For all these reasons the habitual use 
of tobacco should be discouraged, And, 
if smoking is indulged itn at: all, the 
greatest moderation should be exercised. 
Moderation in the use of tobacco will 
tend to preserve health and prolong life. 








BSERVATION of the fact that 
the blind associate color with 
sounds and give shape to ideas, 
has led Profs. Herman Schenk 

and Ludwig Regner of Heidelberg to 
carry on a series of curious experiments 
to determine the dominent conceptions 
of sounds and abstract ideas in terms 
of color and form. 

The experiments have been made with 
1000 blind persons and 6000 persons with 
sight. From the mass of answers to the 
questions the extraordinary fact has 
been ascertained that there is an un- 
explained unity in the minds of both 
seeing and blind. 

To the question: “What is the shape 
of a year?” 3800 blind and 600 seeing 
answered: ‘‘A hill.” Some amplified it 
by saying: “‘A hill leading. up to sum- 
mer and down to winter.” 

One hundred blind and 50 seeing an- 
swered: “A tunnel.” Amplification— 
“light at the opening, getting darker 
and darker.’’ 

Another favorite answer was: “A long 
strip—brightening In the center and get- 
ting dark at the end.” 

To the question: ‘““‘What color is hun- 
ger?’ the dominant answer. was ‘‘gray.”’ 
The second average was: “Black with a 
dull red core.” 

To ‘‘what shape is Christmas?” three- 
quarters answered: “Round.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—According to 
information received by the Bureau of 
Insular. Affairs and transmitted to the 
War Department, there is a ‘‘frame-up” 
for a revolution in the Philfppine Is- 
lands this winter. This plan, accord- 
ing to the information, has been made 
Ly wealthy property owners in the is- 
land of Luzon, on which Manila is lo- 
cated. The revolution is planned for 
the purpose of showing that the Philip- 
pines are not yet ready for indepen- 
dence. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
learned this‘on official authority, and 
Sleo that the Bureau of Insular Affairs 


has received reports giving some de- 
tails of the planned insurrection, head- 
ed by the wealthy property owners of 
the provinces contiguous to Manila, the 
capital. 

The same reports state that. the 

movement originally was planned mere- 
ly as a political move, to offset the ac- 
tivities of Manuel L. Quezon, resi- 
dent commissioner at Washington from 
the Philippines. Senor Quezon has been 
‘fighting in and out of Congress for 
Philippine independence. According to 
the reports received, the insurrection 
“has got away from the leaders to such 
‘an extent that it is feared that there 
will be much bloodshed and disorder 
before it can be suppressed. 


Secret Service on Watch. 

Secret service agents of civil govern- 
ment in the Philippines and intelligence 
officers of the army stationed in the is- 
lands have been making investigation. 
They have reported that the tinder for 

an uprising against law and order has 
been furnished and it is lfable to be ig- 
nited at any time. Preparations to meet 
the emergency are being — The 
center of trouble appears to’ be in the 
provinces of Batangas, Tyabas, Riza!

ince. 

The wealthy Spanish land owners in 
the Philippines are bitterly opposed to 
independence of any kind.

‘he Post-Dispatch's informant, that 
their cause was in danger, that the bil] 
+\troduced in Congress by Representa- 
t.ve Jones of Virginia, giving the Fil- 
ipinos limited independence, would be 
passed. 

‘Trying to Impress the United States. 

It was for the purpose of arousing 
public opinion ‘" the United States 
against independence for the Philippines 

“Sat the movement was started. In the 
‘inception of this uprising it was tntend- 
ed that there should be nothing more 
than a demonstration. But it appears 
to the leaders of the anti-independence 
forces that a mere demonstration will 
not be sufficient. 

When the levders of the uati-inde- 
pendence forces found that the reports 
of a demonstration were having no ef- 
fect on the people of the states they 
started in to pave something more ef- 
fective. It was then that.they planned 
an insurrection. As soon as :he Gov- 
ernment of the Fhilippines got informa- 
tion of the intended movement, steps 
Were taken to suppress it. 

These efforts have not been success- 
ful. One of the chief reasons «he Gov- 
ernment of the islands has rot been 
able to suppress the movement is tha: 
there has been no one particular leader 
to seize. The men behind the move- 

/ ment b&uve organized themselves into a 
sort of Ku Klux Kian organization to 
do their work. The leaders are not con- 
fined to any ons of the provinces 
mamed, but wre numbered among al! 
_ the principal native land owners ': all 
of them. 
Unrest Annoying the Rich. 
It has been reported there is consid- 
erable unrest uimong the wealthy Fill- 
pinos in the provinces of Laguna and 
Nueva Ecija, a/so near Manila. So se- 
riously do the heads of the Philippine 
Government look on the movement thar 
the best and oldest officers of the Phil- 
_ippine constabulary are being called 
into Manila and:to stations in the prov- 
inces near where the insurrection is ex- 
pected to break out. Officers on leave 
in the states and elsewhere have been 
informed of the expected insurrection 
and told to apply for stations tn Luzon. 
It ie not admitted that the tnsurrec- 
tion oan get very far after it breaks, 
but it is admitted that much damage 
ean be done to the present established 
order of things.

Another 
is that as Judge of the Supreme Court 
he concurred in an opinion ousting 
Henry W. Kiel as chairman of the Re-

of the organization. 

Stifel and Howe are both lined up for 
Ferriss, according to members of the 
committee. Kiel, who has fought Sti- 
fel’s battles for him in the party for 
several years, had expected his support 
for the mayoralty nomination. Many 
of the members of the committee who 
were loyal to Stifel in his fight upon 
Mayor Kreismann are for Kiel for the 
nomination, among them being Herman 
Bader, who has long been one of Sti- 
fel’s lieutenants. 

There is a possibility that Theron Cat- 
lin, who was defeated Yor Congress by 
William L. Igoe in the November elec- 
tion, will seek the Republican nomina- 
tion for president of the City Council, 
committeemen say.
